BEFORE LEAVING CAIRO THIS MORNING, I MANAGED TO

PROPOSED JULY 18-19 DATES AND TOLD HIM THAT EMBASSY LONDON 
HAS OBTAINED OFFER FROM CHURCHILL HOTEL OF 70 ROOMS ON 
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CONTINGENCY BASIS. I SUGGESTED THAT GOE INSTRUCT ITS 
EMBASSY IN LONDON RESERVE UP TO 20 ROOMS AT CHURCHILL 
FOR EGYPTIAN DELEGATION. 


2. KAMEL, WHO WAS ABOUT TO LEAVE FOR ARAB LEAGUE

THE 20 ROOMS. WORD OF THIS WOULD SURELY LEAK. THIS 
IN TURN WOULD MAKE ISRAELIS AND OTHERS BELIEVE THAT 
THE MEETING IS A FOREGONE CONCLUSION. PREDICTABLY, HE 
EXPRESSED ANNOYANCE THAT THE ISRAELIS HAVE AGAIN

4. COMMENT: EGYPTIANS ARE A BIT MIFFED THAT EVERYONE

GRANTED AND SPEAKING PUBLICLY ABOUT IT. KAMEL CLAIMS 
OTHER ARABS ARE BEGINNING TO ASK QUESTIONS ABOUT THE 
MEETING. GOE IS TAKING POSITION WITH ARAB AND OTHER 
INTERLOCUTORS THAT IT HAS NOT UP TO NOW AGREED TO ANY
